mlesloners

We who are interested in the matter of 


fish and game and its protection and pro- 
pagation, o|re congratulating ourselves and 
the btate generally that the dastardly at* 
tempt to impeach our worthy Commission-' 
ers hai been productive of no other result 
than to place them on more solid foot 
ing than 
ever before, npt a single 


charge against them being sustained The 
leading spirit in their prosecution was 
Gen 
G 
M Harmon, of Connecticut, 


who is aggrieved over a fine he paid 
for 
unlawfully 
killing 
a 
deer 
In 


the Kaneeley region one Sunday in June, 
1884, the circumstances being nearly as 
follows 
'ihe deer was seen swimming 


across the lake not far from the Mountain 
View House and was pursued by several 
parties 
Harmon's boat, containing him 


self and guide, one Trasber (and ht proved 
to be rightly named, i e "deer thrasher ') 
was the first to overtake the deer, the 
guide striking with an oar and stunning it 
Ihun, at Harmon's orders, he completed 
the outrage by cutting its throat 
Hai- 


mon evidently thinking the fine fixed by 
law for the killing of game in close time 
was simply the market price the btate set 
upon its property, then hunted up George 
D Huntoon a former warden, but not at 
the time holding a commission, and urged 
him to settle the matter with him 


After some deliy and a Instl e trial 


Huntoon did receive from Harmon $40, 
without costs, but at Mr Stillwell's (our 
senior commissioner') request he again in 
stituted proceeeings against Harmon for 
killing the deer on Sunday, but he was 
discharged on pleading former conviction 
At this point Mr Harmon seems to have 
weakened and regretted the loss of his 840, 
for in December of that year he entered 
suit against Messrs Stillwell and Huntoon 
for malicious prosecution 
The case was 


tried in Bangor, Me , In January 1880, 
Gen Harmon recovering damages to the 
amount of 81 25 Still unhappy, he again 
brought suit against Messrs Stillwell 
and Huntoon In Farmlnglon, Me , to re 
cover the amount lof tne fine he was so 
anxious to Bay at the start 
Not satisfied 


with the verdict rendered he appealed, he 
had also been prime mover in filing charges 
against our honorable commissioners, back 
ed by a following of Franklin County 
parties who have always fancied that 
money would come to them without an ef- 
fort il June could only be made an open 
season, and a still livelier following from 
Washington County, who want all open 
months 
The hearing was before the Gov 


»rnor and Council at Augusta and, as be- 
fore stated, not a single charge was sus 
tallied, although no stone was left un 
turned 
The verdict Is no surprise to those who 


are best acquainted with Messrs Stilewell 
and Stanley, and appreciate the difficul- 
ties under which they have labored and 
the more than wonderful results accom 
plished I The nett move from those who 
are opposed to law and order is likely to 
be a strenuous effort to secure the acquit- 
tal of Graves, tbe murderer of the game 
wardens at Fletche r Brook, last fall. Col. 
jasper Hutchlns, who so successfully de- 
fended McFarland, tbe companion of 
Graves, has been secured as one of the de- 
fending attorneys by the fri ends of Graves 
The Portland Transcript voices the senti- 
ment of every candid citizen as follows 
"Now let him (Graves) have a fair trial 
and be duly punished for his atrocious 
crime. There should be no failure of Ins-
